Shrl Mehar Singh, Constable No. 230, I Battalion, Punjab 
Armed Police, Punjab (deceased). 

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 


On 12th February, 1962, Constable Mehar Singh of the 
Punjab Armed Battalion was assigned the duty of patrolling 
along the cease flic line in Jammu and Kashmir State. Shrl 
Mehai Singh along with six other constables set out on 
patrol at 6 a.m. While performing this duty, the Police 
party was fired upon by armed force, from across the cease 
fire line. The aggressive forces used Light Machine Guns 
to attack the patrolling party. The patrolling party had no 
option but to take defensive positions and return the fire 
in self defence. In spite of unfavourable factors such as the 
terrain on which the exchange of fire took place, the patrolling 
party fought back with exemplary courage and resolution, 
when forced to abandon their posts to withdraw to safer 
positions, Constable Mehar Singh took up an advanced position 
to facilitate the withdrawal of his party. Undeterred by the 
grave danger to his own life he kept the aggressive forces 
at bay while the rest of the party retreated safelyl 
While facing the attack he was overpowered and killed. In 
this incident Constable Mehar Singh, displayed gallantry and 
courage of a very high order In the performance of his duty,

(Pondicherry) Order, 1962 dated (he 29th November, 1962. It 


has, therefore, been decided to dispense with the requirement 
of certificates of eligibility in respect of persona who acquired 
Indian Citizenship, for purposes of employment under the 
Government of India. 

2. The Government have also decided that subjects o£ 
Bhutan, should be made eligible for appointment to Central 
services and posts, other than the Indian Foreign Service, 
subject to the grant of certificates of eligibility by the Gov- 
ernment of India, in their favour, 

3. In view of the above decisions the Resolution of the 
Government in the Ministry of Home Affairs No. 43/58/49- 
Ests., dated the 6th April, 1950 as amended by Resolution 
No, Jl/2/62-Esta.B, dated the 16th June, 1962, shall be further 
amended as follows:— 

(1) the words “the State of Pondicherry" occurring in 

sub-clause (i) of para. 3(1) of the Ministry of Home 
Affairs Resolution No. ll/2/62-Ests.(B), dated the 
16th June, 1962, shall be substituted by the word 
"Bhutan". 

(2) The standard Rule for recruitment contained in para. 

5 of Resolution No. 43/58/49-Ests., dated the 6th 
April, 1950, and subsequently amended vide para, 3 12), 
of Ministry of Home Affairs Resolution No, 11/2/ 
62-E»ts.(B), dated the 16th June, 1962, shall stand 
modified as follows:— 

‘‘A candidate for appointment to any Central Service or 
Post must be:— 

fa) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Slkkini, or 

(c) a suhject of Nepal, or 

(d) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(c) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India, before the 
1st January, 1962, with the intention of permanently 
settling in India, * 

(f) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan with the intention of permanently settling in 
India; 

(1) Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (c), 
(d), (c) and (f) shall be a person in whose favour 
a certificate of eligibility has been given by the 
Government of India and if he belongs to cate- 
gory (f) the certificate of eligibility will be issued 
for a period of one year, after which such a 
candidate will be retalnrd in service subject to hi* 
having acquired Indian citizenship; 

(2) Provided further that candidates belonging to cate- 
gories (c), (d) and (el above will not he eligible for 
appointment to the Indian Foreign Service. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may he admitted to an examination or interview 
conducted by the Union Public Service Commission or other 
recruiting authority and he may also provisionally Ire ap- 
ointed subject to the necessary certificate being given to 
im by the Government."
